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PREFACE 


The  First  Reader  contains  the  work  for  the  third  and  fourth  years 
at  school ; it  presupposes  that  the  pupils  have  had  a thorough  ground- 
ing in  singing  scales  and  intervals  and  have  mastered  the  chart  which 
should  precede  this  book.  Part  1.  of  the  Reader  is  for  the  third  year’s 
work,  presumably  for  pupils  of  from  eight  to  nine  years  of  age  ; Part 
II.  is  for  the  fourth  year’s  work.  In  Part  I.  the  music  is  in  one  part 
only  and  of  the  simplest  nature ; no  dotted  notes,  chromatic  tones,  or 
divided  beats  are  used,  and  sharps  and  flats  are  looked  on  simply  as 
musical  signs  to  denote  the  key.  The  principle  of  the  moveable  Do 
is  clearly  indicated  by  the  method  shown  for  obtaining  the  pitch  of  the 
key  note  at  the  beginning  of  each  key. 

The  question  of  rhythm,  which  is  all-important,  is  thoroughly  dealt 
with  ; both  exercises  and  songs  have  been  most  carefully  graded  in 
this  particular.  Diagrams  are  given,  showing  the  correct  manner  in 
which  to  beat  time,  a practice  that  it  is  very  desirable  the  pupil  should 
be  familiar  with.  A system  of  time-names  is  also  given,  which,  while 
not  a necessary  part  of  this  method  of  sight  singing,  still  has  been 
proved  by  experience  to  be  a most  valuable  means  of  teaching  rhythm. 
By  the  aid  of  time-names  a rhythm  difficulty  can  be  discussed  by 
itself  apart  from  any  difficulty  that  may  exist  in  singing  the  actual 
notes  of  a passage. 

The  songs  have  been  carefully  chosen  fr^r^  tl^e^qint  of  view  of 
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the  children ; the  child  gets  his  interest  in  school  music  from  the  good 
he  can  see  he  gets  out  of  it;  it  is  a triumph  and  a pleasure  both,  when 
he  finds  his  knowledge  enables  him  to  sing  a well-known  hymn  or 
nursery  rhyme  for  himself  from  music,  and  he  redoubles  his  efforts 
as  he  finds  them  repaid  by  congenial  results.  While,  however,  the 
interest  of  the  pupil  has  been  of  the  first  consideration,  the  standard 
of  the  songs  used  is  a high  one,  and  even  in  this  First  Reader  many 
classics  will  be  found. 

In  Part  II.  the  work  of  Part  I.  is  elaborated  by  means  of  intervals 
and  music  of  greater  difficulty,  and  two-part  music  is  introduced.  The 
two-part  music  is  not  confined  to  the  ordinary  note  against  note, 
school  exercise,  compositions ; but  the  idea  of  answering  phrases,  and 
imitation  is  exemplified.  Some  rounds  are  also  given  as  being  excel- 
lent practice  for  the  pupils  in  holding  one  part  against  another.  The 
following  musical  ideas  also  occur  in  Part  IT;  dotted  notes  and  dotted 
rests,  pauses  and  syncopation. 

Some  patriotic  songs  with  an  instrumental  accompaniment  are 
given  in  an  appendix.  These  may  be  used  as  rote  songs,  the  music 
being  beyond  the  limits  of  the  work  covered  by  the  Reader.  A glos- 
sary of  all  musical  signs  and  expressions  used  in  the  book  is  also  given,
